how close as she was watching 
the road ahead at the time of 
the collision. She got out and 
asked the driver what he thought 
he was doing, hitting her car. 
The driver did not answer her 
and remained in the car. She 
wag at the scene about an hour 
and the driver, she identified as 
the defendant, was there all the 
time, 


Constable J. Frame, of Foois- 
cray, said at 2.30 p.m. on October 


15 he attended the scene of anf}' 


accident in Kororoit Creek Road, 
Altona, approximately 300 years 
west of Maidstone Street. He saw 
a car, belonging to Mrs. Currie, 
in a ditch on the scuthern side 
of the road and the other car 
was facing south across the road 
in tlie centre of it. There were 
skid markg 20 yards east of the 
point of impact to the second car, 
Campbell's. 

Campbell told him he had! peen 
driving, and he noticed he was 
unsteady on his feet, his speech 
was slurred and his eyes blood- 
shot, and his breath smelt of 
alcohol. He asked Campbell if he 
had had any liquor and he re- 
plied, 
then asked him to accompany 





him to Altona Police Station. He 
was questioned there and given 


tests. Camphell told Const. Frame 
he had four drinks at the Altona 
Hotel and a couple at a hotel in 
Williamstown. and was drinking 
pots, He had the first about 10.30 
am: but did not remember when 
he had the last. 

Const. Frame said Campbell 
had told him a car suddenly ap- 
peared in front of him and he 
slammed on his brakes. He was 
very talkative and. swore a lot, 
he was not co-operative, though 
he .answered the question. He 
abused the policeman at times. 
Campbell did all the tests fairly 
well, 


Senior Const. sen of the 
Breath Analysis Section said he 
interviewed defendant at 3.15 rm 
Campbell told him he had had 
seven pots of beer. He furnished 
breath for the machine which on 
two occasions showed ,250 per 
cent, which needed a minimum 
of 16 to.17 7 o%, glassés of Vic- 
torian beer. When he told Camyp- 
bell of the reading, he said he 
never had that much. 

Senior Corist. P. McCluskey of 
Williamstown, said he was on 
duty at the Watch-house when 
the defendant was brought there. 
He had to be half carried into 
the Police Station and was very 
argumentive and refused to co. 
operate, When placed in the cells 
he -argued with other men and 
wag shifted further back. He 
covered himself from head to foot 
with blankets and had to he 
awakened from a deep sleep at 
9 pm. 


In giving evidence Campbell 


saw a build up of heavy equip- 
ment in front of him, He slowed 
down and suddenly a-car ap- 
peared from behind one of the 
machines, he did not see the car 
until then, He slammed on his 
brakes but was tco late to avoid 
a collision. “He said he was not 
carried into the Williamstown 
Police Station because he was 
drunk but because he had a bad 
leg from the accident. There was 
also no argument with other 
prisoners, they had lent him his 
blankets and then asked for them 
back later, 


In reply to Senior Const. Mc- 
Cluskey he said he may have had 
about seven or eight pots, but no 
more than |l4/- would buy as that 
was all he had. He agreed for 
14/. he could have had 14 beers 
as he spent all the money.. 

He was fined £50 and his 
licence to drive cancelled.

Cooking with Wine - 


Australian wines are both plentiful and relatively cheap so it is 


not surprising that, following the 


lead of Continental countries, 


wines are being generally accepted as a necessary cooking ingredient 
with a place on the kitchen shelves. 


The recipe for scalloped salmon 
with rice makes an excellent 
luncheon dish or when served 
with vegetables, a fish dish for 
the main course for the whole 
family. It is also a dish which 
ean be prepared well in advance 
and popped into the oven ‘for 
final cooking at the last minute. 

Pork chops combined with 
potatoes, onions and a creamy 
sherry flavoured sauce makes a 
special dish from very simple in- 
gredients, This is the sort of 
meat variation which all women 
will appreciate. 


The trifle recipe which I have 
found for you this week makes 
the perfect summer sweet. The 
custard made with brown sugar 
is a pleasing variation and the 
garnishing of slivered almonds 
gives- this dish a truly party ap- 
pearance for a party occasion. 

One word of warning—when us- 
ing wines for cooking remember 
that the flavour is lost in cooking 
at high temperatures. After ad- 
ding wine, cook at a low tempera- 
ture and. you will find the de- 
licious flavour Stays with the food 
to give new taste interest.
